Brady W Stewart was a member of the 
Photographic Section of Academy of 
Science and Arts of Pittsburgh since the 
early 1900s. He was elected to the position 
of Lantern Slide Director due to his expertise 
in creating and coloring the 3”x4” slides. 
The Collection includes over 150 lantern 
slides created for the group’s meetings. 


The most unique group of Lantern Slides 
were created from Brady Stewart’s 
homesteading adventure in Idaho.
